Belo w its fiv e g reat ro cky bas­ 
tio ns, two lo ng rang es to pped by

These two heig hts are massiv e 
hills themselv es, but are slig ht in­ 
deed ag ainst the dark bulk o f Oso ng 
to wering behind them. 
To win the co mmanding heig hts 
o l Sniper Ridg e and Triang le Hill 
o f these two lesser rang es, the 
Allies hav e been fig hting a sav ag e 
sway ing battle since the mo rning 
o f Oct. 14—and the end is no t 
y et. 
The lo sses o f brav e men in this 
co ncentrated blo o dy v io lence' can­ 
no t be rev ealed at this time. But 
when the numbers are made pub­ 
lic, this bitter strug g le fo r the 
Kumhwa ridg es will take its rig ht­ 
ful place amo ng the mo re terrible 
battles o f the Ko rean War. 
Fo r it has l^en o ne o f the majo r 
actio ns o f the war, a so lid Allied 
assau lt ag ainst a fo rtified hill sy s­ 
tem by the full streng th o f two 
div isio ns, o ne American and o ne 
So uth Ko rean.
